STUART, Nov. 2—The 
Daily News today says: 

The east locks of the St. Lucie 
canal were élosed Saturday. after 
being open nearly two years, In 
that time the level of Lake Okee- 
chobee has been reduced from 18 
To 14 feet. 

‘The work of closing the locks 
began Friday morning tuder direc- 
tion of engineers for the Okeecho- 
bee flood control district, When 
they finished the/job Saturday 
night, water ¢ ed to pour 
over the dam abåðt as fast as be- 
fore, in spite ofthe fact that the 
level of the canal had. been raised 
7 feet. 

‘This morning the crew went to 
the west end of St, Lucie canal to 
close the locky there and thus 
check the flow of water from the 
Jake. 

The closing of these locks is re- 
garded as highly important to the 
péople of Stuart and adjacent com- 
munities, primarily because as 
loog as they remained open, the 
Ingress of water from the lake 
made the St. Lucie river fresh 
driving out the salt water fish and 
bringing in the hyacinths. With 
the water cut off from the lake, it 
in expected that the St, Lucie river 
will again become salt and this 
should bring back the fish and kill 
the hyacinths. rmen say it 
will take about 80 da;
